US to give RP $21M 
to fight corruption 


‘THE UNITED STATES HAS APPROVED A $21- 
million aid program to combat corruption in 
the Philippines, the US Embassy in Manila 
said Saturday 

"The grant was approved Friday under the 
congressionally funded Millennium Chal- 
lenge Account (MCA) program, which seeks 
to reward countries which govern well 

The two-year initiative would strengthen 
the Office of the Ombudsman, a special prose- 
‘cutor for criminal eases involving government 
officials, and the Department of Finance and 
comes under the Millennium Challenge Corp. 
(MCC), a US federal agency that hands out 
development assistance.

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Workers 
decry SC

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—TWO GROUPS OF 
Workers claiming land at Hacienda Luisita yester- 
дау decried the Supreme Courts order prevent- 
ing the government from immediately breaking 
р the sugar estate and parceling the land out to 
its tenants and other workers іп line with a deci- 
sion by the Presidential Agrarian Reform Council. 

“We are extremely saddened by the injunc- 
tion,” Rene Galang, chair of the United Luisita 
Workers Union (Ulu), told the qune ester 
дау. “Its very clear that the Cojuangcos have vi- 
‘lated many terms" of the Stock Distribution 
Option Agreement (SDOA) that had made the 
‘workers co-owners ofthe sugar estate under the 
‘governments land reform program in 1989. 

Galang said the Ulwu would ask the 
Supreme Court next week to reconsider the 
temporary restraining order it issued on Fri- 
day against the PARC and Department of 
Agrarian Reform. He said ina statement earli- 
ет that he hoped the court would realize that 
issuing the TRO was a mistake. 

“We hope that the court would see the error 
of their decision and its dire effects on the lives 
of us farm-workers, But even with the TRO we 
‘will continue tilling the land and intensify our 
struggle to retake Luisita. The SC has added fu- 
el to the fire in this volatile issue,” Galang said. 

The DAR too has said it intends to ask the 
‘court to reconsider the TRO. 

Galang said the SDOA allowed the family 
of former President Corazon Aquino to retain 
ownership and control over the vast estate, 
which consists of 4,915 hectares spanning 10 
barangays in Tarlac. 

Noel Mallari, chair of Farmworkers Agrarian 
Reform Movement-Hacienda Luisita (Farm- 
Luisita) said the injunction has “prolonged the 
injustice" on workers there, and said the group 
would picket the court's premises. 

The estate's management said the TRO 
would give it a chance to check if the workers 
really want the land to be parceled out among 
them or to continue with the shareholding 
scheme that has made them co-owners of the 
corporate farm with the Conjuangeos, who re- 
‘main majority owners and retain control 

“If majority of the farm workers say they re- 
ally want the land, then its okay with us,” said 
lawyer Vigor Mendoza, counsel for Hacienda

‘Agrarian reform officials have been push- 
ing for the extension of CARP beyond 2008 
‘when its implementation would expire, say- 
ing much still needed to be done. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo was reported- 
ly planning to ask Congress to extend the land 
reform program another five years after 2008 
to help some two million farmers become self 
sufficient. 

n 1988, the Comprehensive Agrarian Re 
form Law (CARL) enabled the government to 
break up large landholdings that were then 
sold under easy 15 to 20-year terms to land- 
Jess tenants. 

Now on its 18th year, just a million out of 
three million have become economically vi 
able farms under CARP Agrarian Reform Sec: 
retary Nasser Pangandaman said. 

De Venecia said a factor that would con: 
tribute to extending agrarian reform would be 
the success of the negotiations with the Marcos 
family on their so-called il-goxten wealth. 

"if that is substantially successful then you 
have a major source of funds for financing 
agrarian reform,” he said 
"The implementation of the Expanded Value

Missing the mark 

Today, many of those who embraced that 
quaint vision of enduring love, caring, 
Xniting and putering in redirement—"Will 
you stil need me, will you still feed me, when 
Tm 64?"—couldr’t have been more wrong. 

And judging by his personal Ше, 
McCartney missed the mark, too. The songs 
promise of retirement with a longtime 
partner has proved, at best, bittersweet for 
him. Last month, he announced his 


separation from his second wife, Heather 
Mills, who is 38. 

“Will you still need me?" indeed. 

Since 1967, American divorce rates per 
‘capita have more than doubled (three-quarters 
of men married in the late 1950s celebrated 
their 20th wedding anniversaries with their first 
wife, compared with about half who married in 
the early 19708).

bom with superpowers and destined 
tobeahero. 

Rizal, however, was human. He 
had weaknesses and was vulnerable 
to temptation. He became a hero only 
because he was able to rise above the 
common rank 

To begin with, Rizal was born with 
a physical oddiy—he had an 
oversized head and an undersized 
body. He was also frail and sickly. Asa 
child he was rather aloof. He 
preferred to observe things than play 
with boys his age. He grew up to be 
less than five fet tall. 

‘While most people would consider 
these — physical shortcomings 
drawbacks, Rizal saw them as 
challenges. He was obsessed with 
stories of strong men. 

‘When an uncle, who was into 
physical finess, came to live with 
them in Calamba, sixyear-old Rizal 
became interested in sports and 
athletics. He learned to swim and to 
ride a horse. He took long walks with 
his uncle. 

In time, Rizal became robust and 
healthy and followed a fitness 
regimen all his life. While journeying 
through Europe, one of the first 
places he would visit was a 
gymnasium. 

Rizal also excelled in sharpshooting 
and fencing. His reputation as being 
skilled with revolvers and swords was 
probably why the Spaniard Wencesiao 
Retana decided to apologize for 
remarks he made about Rizal's parents 
rather than risk being challenged by 
the national hero to a duel. After all, it 
was bruited about that not only could 
Rizal write his name on the walls 
using bullets, he did it with extreme 
alm. 


In exile 

Like many Filipinos who loved 
games of chance, Rizal, according to 
writer Austin Coates, had a penchant 
for lotteries. During his carly days of 
exile in Dapitan, he shared a lottery 
ticket with h 
Camicero, who was 
resident. 

In September 1892, they were 
lucky enough to win second prize. 
Rizal, instead of spending his share of 
the winnings, bought a seaside farm 


а Dipolog 


in Talisay, his retiro (retirement 
home, which he turned into 
working plantation. 

Rizal's Ше in Talisay was useful 
and peaceful but it hid the gathering 
turmoil in his soul. Although he kept 
himself busy there was Іше 
excitement and glory in the life of an 
exile. When his child by Josephine 
died after birth, Rizal felt that his 
world had stood still. He became 
despondent, descending into that 
“solitude of the soul" where thoughts 
of failure nearly broke his spirit. 


The break-up 

When Rizal was in Europe, 
disappointments tormented him, 
particularly at the end of 1890 and 
early 1891. During this period, he 
received a eter from Leonor Rivera 
breaking off their engagement. Rizal 
cried like a baby and thought he was 
going mad. Then he learned that his 
family and other Calamba farmers 
had been thrown out of their homes. 
Rizal felt frustrated and powerless. 

He also had a falling out with 
Marcelo Н. del Pilar over the 
drawn-out elections for Responsable 
and the leadership of the Filipino 
Cause in Europe. Rizal compared 
their differences to “the grudges 
slaves harbor against each other as 
they argue the merits of their chains.” 

Piqued and frustrated, Rizal wrote 
Del Pilar: The “()eratches from a 
friend hurt more than wounds from 
anenemy" 

Rizal experienced pain, despair, 
irritation and loneliness cuts from 
life that wounds us all the same way. 


Goitalone 

Most people think Rizal was 
perfect in every respect. Yet, there 
were doubts that he was not an 
effective organizer. In 1884, he easily 
convinced Filipino students in 
Madrid to contribute essays for а 
book that would expose the real 
problems of the Philippines from 
different perspectives. A project of 
this nature needed an astute and 
tolerant organizer. Rizal had a great 
idea but lacked the disposition of an 
effective and patient organizer to pull 
the project together and make it fly 
Exasperated, he decided to go it alone. 
and wrote "Noli Me Tangere." 

Rizal's split with Del Pilar in 1892 


(they were the pillars of La 
Solidaridad, the mouthpiece of the 
Reform Movement) could be seen as 
an example of the national hero's 
impatience with the process of 
managing conflicting views and 
clashing personalities. 

Rizal always led by example and 
when unity was not forthcoming, his 
reaction was to go it alone. 


On women 

Rizal was attracted to women as 
they were attracted to him. He was 
romantically linked with quite a few, 
namely, Segunda Katigbak, Leonor 
Valenzuela, Leonor Rivera, O-Sei-San, 
Consuelo Origa y Perez, Gertrude 
Beckett, Suzanne Jacoby, Nelly 
Boustead and Josephine Bracken. 

їп spite of his affairs with women, 
however, Rizal was single-minded in 
the pursuit of his life-long goal 
History tells us that the man with a 
mission must be able, at any given 
moment, to turn his back on love and 
live a life of sacrifice and chastity. 

Rizal did just that. 

When he finally decided to live 
with Josephine Bracken as his wife, it 
was on the premise that his exile had 
ended his mission and so chastity was 
no longer needed for the kind of life 
that Dapitan offered. 


Heroic choices 

And when the “sacrificial cup" had 
to be quaffed at last in Bagumbayan, 
the events that led to his execution 
came rather swiftly. There were 
hardly any long intervals when 
chastity could have caused untold 
distress between him and Josephine. 
By then, any tension, between 
sacrifice "and chastity had been 
largely spent by the pressure of 
certain martyrdom. 

Rizal, therefore, was just as human 
as we are; he was vulnerable to pain, 
emotions and difficult choices.

SC affirms 
bank closure 
29 years ago

"THE SUPREME COURT THURSDAY AF- 
firmed the legality of the Central Bank's reso- 
lutions ordering the closure of General Bank 
and Trust Company (Genbank) due to un- 
sound banking practices 29 years ago. 

In a 26-page decision penned by Associ 
ate Justice Cancio Garcia, the high court 
junked the petition filed by Genbank seek- 

ing to set aside the 1999 decision of the 
Court of Appeals (CA) upholding its liquida- 

y tion. 

In that ruling, the appellate court reversed 
and set aside the Dec. 2, 1992, decision of 

* Manila Regional Trial Court (RTC) Branch 37 
ordering the Central Bank to restore the li 
cense of Genbank, which had 23 branches 
and one extension office. 


‘Arbitrary and bad faith’ 

The Manila RTC had declared that Mone- 
tary Board (МВ) Resolution No. 675, which 
ordered the closure of Genbank, and MB Res 
olution No. 677 adopting the Lucio Tan's 
group bid as a liquidation plan of Genbank as 
“arbitrary” and made in “bad faith. 

In its motion for reconsideration filed be- 
fore the SC, Genbank argued that the appel- 
late court erred when it ruled that it was in- 

vent, thus paving the way for its closure 
and eventual liquidation. 


Asset surplus 
Genbank said its assets at the time MB Res- 
olution No. 675 was issued stood at P599.7 
million while its total liabilities amounted to 
P586.6 million, thus it still had P13.1 million 
more in assets than liabilities by 1977.

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Better dead 


ND THERE, FINALLY, IT ALL IS--THE ARROYO 
nt long-term survival strategy, in 

black and white. Surrounded by a Senate that 
Would not die, a Supreme Court that can say No, an im- 
peachment threat that refuses to go away and a legitima- 
Әу crisis that won't disappear, President Macapagal-Ar- 
oyo has decided to put all her political eggs in the mili- 
а tary's basket: She has declared all-out 
EDITORIAL waron the Left. 

Ata joint meeting of the Cabinet and 
regional development councils of North Luzon, the first 
in a series of “mega-development” planning sessions she 
has scheduled, the President the other day pledged to 
give the armed services additional funds—P1 billion, ini- 
tially—to fight the communist insurgency. She also com- 
mitted to earmark P75 billion over three years to fund de- 
velopment projects in North Luzon, where the Commu- 
nist Party of the Philippines’ New People’s Army contin- 
es to operate. 

On the face of it, these are legitimate objectives. Devel- 
‘opment, to recall Pope Раш VI's famous formulation, is 
the new name for peace. The apparent emphasis on 
poverty alleviation is welcome; at the same time, it would 
be foolish to ignore that the 37-year-old communist in- 
surgency has a military component, and that the govern- 
‘ment has an obligation to equip our soldiers with the 
right arms. 

But President Arroyo, true to her character, did not stop 
there. She expressed impatience with the current nation- 
al-security timetable for suppressing the communist in- 
surgency; 10 years was “too long,” she said. (After the 
meeting, Cabinet officials announced a tighter schedule 
Gf two years, at least in certain critical areas.) And then 
she turned the government's counter-insurgency priori- 
ties upside down. While anti-poverty programs were es- 
sential, she said, “the fight against the Left remains the 
glue that binds.” 

‘The glue that binds! Perhaps, she meant the sticky kind 
that helps one keep one's grip on the levers of power. She 
certainly could not mean the nation’s best interests, be- 
cause that kind of exclusionary policy has already been 
proven a failure. The way to end the insurgency is not on- 
ly to engage the communist rebels where they are; itis to 
fight them where they ain't: to pluck the roots of poverty, 
to provide public services, to offer an alternative forum 
for political participation. 

It is unfortunate that the President has turned her back 
оп the humanist education she had not only learned but 
even taught; from her vantage point today, she blithely 
sees no distinction between a leftist active in politics and 
4 communist insurgent. For her, and for those in her inner 
circle who think survival politics trumps all other kinds, 
it's back to the 1950s, when the only good Red was a dead 
Red. 

Since Edsa 1986, however, the national government 
has always sought to encourage communist rebels to 
abandon the armed struggle; an ex-insurgent is one less 
enemy hiding in the hills. From this perspective, the suc- 
cess of leftist groups in party-list elections (to which Pres- 
ident Arroyo contributed in both the 2001 and 2004 elec- 
tions) offered proof that the policy could work. 

But during President Arroyo's watch, the gains of this 
enlightened policy have come with increasingly pro- 
hibitive costs. Hundreds of leftist activists—legitimate 
participants in the post-Marcos democratic space— 
have been harassed, tortured or killed. Leftist leaders 
have been demonized; a few, granted amnesty in the af- 
termath of Edsa 1, have found themselves facing 
decades-old charges. Many have heard Justice Secre- 
tary Raul Gonzalez's intemperate taunt, that they head 
back to the hills, and wondered about the wisdom of 
their choice. 

In the last week, the news that soldiers under the com- 
mand of Maj. Gen. Jovito Palparan have been deployed in 
the towns and cities of Central Luzon have sent chills 
down many a spine; it seems an omen of inevitable hu- 
man rights violations to come. 

The President's better-dead-than-Red strategy will 
keep the Armed Forces happy, or at least occupied. That 
is what she must have meant, the strategy is the glue 
that binds the.commander in chief closer to the mili-

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1 understand that, today, all fathers will 
have one big day off; so they are not cooking, 
washing dishes, doing the laundry, or doing 
the marketing today.

Somehow, the 
Portuguese were able to hold on to East Timor for 
another 30 years, In 1975, with the Lisbon govem- 
ment in disarray following the overthrow of dicta- 
tor Antonio Salazar Indonesia moved into East 
‘Timor, and President Suharto proclaimed the is- 
land as Indonesia's 27th province. 

‘When 1 was posted to Jakarta in 1986, Penny 
and I made it a point to visit as much of the coun- 
try as possible. On one occasion, we flew to Aceh 
in Sumatra, Indonesia's western-most province 
and а strong bastion of Islam. Itis also one of the 
country’s major oil-producing regions.

ket gives one a taste of the kitchen's glories, from 
the aforementioned cheese spread to various fia- 
vored oils and sauces to its sinful bread pudding. 

T picked up a loaf of multi-grain whole wheat 
bread and whole-grain bagel chips from a nearby 
stall, which also sells, aside from various breads, 
bagels in a huge variety of flavors and grains. 


WE also made a point of passing by the stall of 
Joy's Smoke House, whose proprietor Erlinda 
Bautista recognized us from other visits. Her 
ham has become a family favorite, being fla- 
vorful and not too salty like Chinese ham. As 
usual, we also bought our favorite embotido 
‘wrapped in banana leaves.

Filipino priests of the 
Salesian Order were engaged in missionary work 
and the setting up of educational facilities for 
‘which Don Bosco is famous the world over. Like 
so many of our countrymen in Indonesia, they 
Were respected pillars of the community and 
Were very much at home in the province. 

in those days, much was written in the interna- 
tional press about the brutality and harshness of 
Indonesian military action in East Timor. A Timo- 
rese group, known as Frerilin, was fighting for in- 
dependence and waging a savage guerrila war 
against the authorities.

The prime min- 
ister is Mari Alkatiri. A Nobel Peace Prize winner, 
Jose Ramos Horta, is the country’s foreign minis- 
ter Horta recently took over the defense portfolio, 
following the sacking ofthe former defense chief. 

‘Along with the Philippines, East Timor is one 
of only two predominantly Roman Catholic cour 
tries in Asia. With a population of just over a mil 
ion people and with very few natural resources 
to support its economy, East Timor is one of the 

countries in the world. Its survival is de- 
pendent mainly on handouts and support from 
the international community. 

"The recent spate of violence in East Timor ap- 
pears to have been brought about by the dismissal 
54600 soldiers representing 40 percent of its armed. 
forces, Fighting berween opposing factions in the 
army and police units broke out last month result- 
ing in the need for foreign troops, mostly Aus- 
tralian, to control the violence and the rioting in 
Dili. Somehow, Iwas reminded of an editorial of the 
now defunct Asiaweek more than 10 
years ago. In the editorial titled "The World Should 
Accept That East Timor Is Part Of Indonesia," Asi- 
aweek said: "Is high time the United Nations took 
‘a more pragmatic approach to the question of East 
"Timor The first step is for the world body to recog- 
nize that positive change in the troubled region is 
going to have to be within an Indonesian context.” 

Perhaps, Asiaweek was correct in its assess- 
‘ment of the situation. But there is no turning back 
at this point. We can only hope that, with help 
from its neighbors, the task of nation-building in 
East Timor will someday bear fruit.

Тһе fight against the Left 


“THE FIGHT AGAINST THE LEFT REMAINS THE 
glue that binds," Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo told 
her Cabinet the other day, after ordering the bud- 
get secretary to release an extra РІ billion to 
boost the renewed effort to crush the communist 
insurgency. Whoever fed Ms Arroyo this wrong 
and dangerous line is setting the stage for fascist 
rule. In equating the “Left” with armed rebellion, 
she effectively sanctions the use of death squads 
tosilence politica dissenters. 

‘Though the likes of Gen. Jovito Palparan pre- 
tend not to know it, there is a huge difference be- 
tween being Left and taking up arms against the 
government, To be Left is to be constantly con- 
cerned with the basic issues of justice and human 
freedom. I is to question the existing social order, 
to assail its assumptions, and denounce its op- 
pressive outcomes. То be a leftist is to be commit- 
ted to the long-term goal of structural change. In 
contrast, to be a rightist is to find nothing funda- 
mentally wrong with the structure of society, it is 
to justify and defend its rules. 

“To take up arms in the pursuit of one's political 
beliefs is an altogether different matter. The 
armed option is employed not only by leftists and 
rights, but also by religious rebels and some 
millenarian cults. Not all leftists advocate the vio- 
lent overthrow of the State, and not all armed 
groups are leftist. To be Left is to think and speak 
radically about social problems; to be an armed 
rebel is to participate in the forcible overthrow of 
government. Our Constitution outlaws armed re- 
bellion, but it resolutely protects freedom of 
thought and of speech. 

Having once flirted with leftists when she was 
а graduate student, Ms Arroyo ought to know 
these distinctions. That she has uncriicaly per- 
mitted herself to mouth a Cold War mantra be- 
trays the dominant influence of militarists in her 
administration. These militarists are пос just the 
former generals in the Arroyo Cabinet; they also 
Include former leftists who, having tasted power, 
now disdain their ideological past. Former Party 
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members usually become the most virulent right- 
ists. Only the ideology has changed; the dogma- 
tism remains. 

"What happens when a government lumps left- 
ists and armed rebels together? The results are 
predictable everywhere. Instead of fading away, 
the insurgency grows even more. The repression 
of open dissent forces activists to go underground. 
Thecounter.insurgency campaign Kills more plain 
politcal militants than armed insurgents. Student. 
activists, NGO workers, priests, pastors and nuns 
‘who work with the poor and the powerless be- 
‘come the first defenseless targets. 

‘These are not textbook lessons from Latin 
‘America. They are lessons gleaned from the actual 
experience of the Philippines during martial law. 
‘The formula is the same. For reasons unique to a 
given sociery a government takes the authoritari- 
эп route. It begins by raising the specter of the 
three Cs--communism, crime and corruption—t0 
justify the inauguration ofa militarized state. 

Almost without exception, the cure inflicts 
more damage than the fliness itself. The govern- 
ment mounts an aggressive campaign to wipe out 
the communist insurgency in two to three years. 
Itonly succeeds in extending its life and feeding It 
with new recruits, It mobilizes the armed forces 
to restore public order and stabilize the political 
situation, The repression only forces many ac- 
tivists and critics о go underground. It marginal- 
izes other groups seeking progressive but peace- 
ful alternatives. It marginalizes politics itself, and 
routinizes military supremacy in decision-mak- 
ing. It launches a campaign to eradicate corrup- 


tion once and for ай. It ends up centralizing it. 
‘That was what the Marcos years showed us. 

‘Why is Ms Arroyo taking this route? She is tak- 
ing this route because militarism is her last card. 
The crisis of legitimacy continues to haunt her. IF 
the shift to the parliamentary system, which of- 
fers her a risk-free way of affirming her right to 

rn, does not happen soon, she knows she will 
‘eventually be booted out of office. The loyal gen- 
'erals who helped her secure her dubious victory 
іп the 2004 election are her final shield. They are 
in the same boat as her, and they will continue to 
support her until they find another leader who 
can protect them against reprisals іп a post-GMA 
government. 

Is there a better way? Yes there is. The govern- 
ment must show the people that it is still a source 
of hope—not their enemy, but their friend, Our 
people expect інде and demand little from gov- 
‘ernment. More than food, itis justice they clamor. 
for in most instances. Because they believe that 
Justice is for sale in our highly unequal society, 
they turn to the New People's Army as the ulti- 
mate equalizer As simplistic as it may sound, it is 
the experience of powerlessness, rather than 
sheer poverty, that constitutes the soil in which. 
most rebellions are nurtured, 

The communist insurgency has been around 
for 37 years. That is a long time. It only means 
that, despite the movements own abuses, it has 
been able to function as an alternative center for 
our people. There is no way we can wipe it out 
Without killing many innocent civilians. it would 
bea tragic mistake to treat communist rebels as if 
they were just another criminal syndicate. Ме 
must continue talking to them. But at the same 
time, we have to find ways of making our people 
participate and take interest in the peace negotia- 
tions. Why should peace talks be the sole respon- 
sibility of rebels and government? Neither one 
‘owns the nation.

price tag on a cell phone, a car or any other consumer product. But certain occasions 
demand that a price be set. A court could award P50,000 to the loved ones of a 
crime victim, while an insurance company could pay the heirs of 
a policy holder P500,000 or more, depending on the monthly 

premiums that the deceased had paid.

READ SOMEWHERE THAT, IN TERMS 
of the human body's chemical compo- 
sition, the typical human being would 

фе worth around 90 US cents, or roughly 

P48, at the current rate of exchange. Not 

surprising, since water comprises the bulk 

of the human body. 

If you asked the children of a typical Fi 
ipino family, how much is your mother worth? 
You would probably be met with stony silence, 
‘or a look that says, “What are you, a weirdo?” 

Human life, of course, is priceless; its 
value cannot be quantified in peso terms, 
or even in terms of the almighty greenback. 

But for professionals in the life insur- 
ance industry, especially those who are 
selling policies, human life has to have 
economic value. 

Because life insurance policy is nothing 
else but a promise to pay a predetermined 
amount to the beneficiaries of the insured, 
‘when the latter dies; or to the insured her- 
Self, when she reaches a certain age (for 
whole life polices, it is usually age 99) 

How is this amount arrived at? How 
muchisa person worth to his beneficiaries, 
and how is this amount computed? What is 
a person's economic value?

‘But this is by no means the value of a 
person's life. Under Article 104 of the Re- 
Уеа Penal Code, the civil liability arising 
from a crime includes: restitution, repara- 
tion for the damage caused, and indemnif 
cation or consequential damages 

None of the foregoing implies the assign- 
ment ofa monetary value to Ше. Ifat al, each 
‘underscores that Ше is irreplaceable, for cer- 
tainly, Ше cannot be restored or repaired. 
Thus, other amounts, Ше loss of income, are 
recoverable under the law. Factors considered 
іп determining these damages include the life 
expectancy of the deceased or beneficiary, the. 
pecuniary loss to the plaintiff or beneficiary; 
loss of support loss of service; oss to society: 
the mental suffering of the pisinif or bene 
ашу; and medical and funeral expenses

‘THE DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRON. 
ment and Natural Resources iden- 
tified 190 of the 1,341 villages in 
Leyte province as prone to land- 
slides in varying degrees from 
moderate to high. 

With the onslaught of the rainy 
season, experts from the DENR 
Mines and Geosciences Bureau 
rushed to complete their geo-haz- 
ard assessment of Leyte and Bili- 
ran provinces. 

"The MGB report showed that 117 
barangays in Leyte had high suscep 
‘ibility to landslides while 240 have 
moderate landslide suscepblity. 

Thirty-four barangays had low 
chances of having a landslide 
while the majority, or 739 
barangays, were not susceptible 
to landslides at all, the report, 
Submitted on May 12, said. 

Environment Secretary Angelo 
Т. Reyes sent a team of 35 experts 
to Leyte in February to assess the. 
landslide susceptibility of the 


barangays and find suitable relo- 
catign areas for the residents of 
Guinsaugon. 

A mudslide had buried the entire 
Guinsaugon village in St. Bemard, 
Southern Leyte in February kiling 
about a thousand people 

The MGB also identified 18 
barangays in Biliran province as 
highly prone to landslides and 45 
barangays with moderate land- 
side susceptibility. 

Reyes said the landslide-prone 
areas are those that have experi 
enced recent landslides, have nu- 
merous and large-tension cracks 
that would directly affect the com- 
munity, drainages that are prone 
to damming, and steep slopes. 

Moderately susceptible barangays 
are those with small tension cracks, 
“dd landslides, and moderate slopes. 
Lowrisk barangays have gender 
slopes and no cracks. 

‘The government is working to 
finish the mapping of landslide 
prone areas for 486 municipalities

Tons of relief goods distributed in Guinsaugon

ST BERNARD, SOUTHERN 
Leyte—Tons of relief goods from 
Malaysia were finally distributed to 
the victims of last February massive. 
landslide, more than a month after 
these were brought in by the Royal 
Malaysian Air Force C-130. 

‘The distribution also quelled 
speculations that the relief goods 
‘were hoarded so these would be 
used during the elections in 2007. 

But Southern Leyte Gov. 
Rosette Lerias explained that 
they decided to hold off the deliv- 


ery of the goods to the beneficia- 
ries after they found a discrepan- 
cy between the items of goods 
listed on the manifest and the ac- 
tual goods delivered. 

The Malaysian donation con- 
sisted of chocolate drinks, con- 
densed milk, infant milk powder, 
canned muttons, canned beef, as- 
sorted biscuits, 300 cooking pots, 
300 cooking pans, 500 packets of 
Female sanitary pads, 500 packets 
‘of bath soap at 3 bars per packet 
and instant noodles. 

“(Go) we informed the Malaysian 
Embassy of the discrepancy of the 
actual goods received from the li 


ofthe tems the embassy gave,” said 
Lerias who received the relief goods 
in Tacloban City on May 10. 

The governor said they were 
advised to put off the distribution 
While the embassy officials were 
looking for the missing items. 

“We only got a fax message 
from Malaysian Embassy on May 
31 to proceed with the distribu- 
tion as they continued to trace the 
lacking items saying that this has 
happened before... Lerias said. 

The distribution finally took 
place on June 7 at the Cristo Rey 
Regional High School in Baran- 
say Guinsaugon, St. Berard, 


Among the beneficiaries were 
311 families from Guinsaugon 
‘who lost their homes and their 
loved ones when the landslide 
wiped out their village on Feb. 17. 

The other beneficiaries were 
about 700 families from 
Barangays Nueva Esperanza, 
Sug-angon, Ayahag, Magatas, 
Hinabian, and Aruyan who have 
been evacuated. 

“We don't care if we finish the 
distribution until the wee hours 
ofthe morning," said Lerias. 

The provincial government has 
declared the entire area that was 
buried under tons of mud and 


rocks a sacred sanctuary 

Lerias said that since the Guin- 
saugon tragedy, hundreds of visi- 
tors have been going to the site to 
offer prayers and flowers for 
those who died in the landslide. 

She said Guinsaugon had been 
visited not only by local tourists 
but by foreigners as well.

sion on Elections (Comelec). 

It would be up to the poll 
body to decide if the petition 
was sufficient in form and sub- 
stance and if the required three 
percent of the voting population 
per district had been met, 

“Ме have already reached 
way way beyond the constitu- 

mal requirement of number of 
signatures for a people's initi 
tive with 9.5 million signatures 
already gathered and still many 
signing," he said. 

"The minimum number of sig- 
natures needed is 5.1 million, 
hesaid.

“It's an overwhelming en: 
dorsement by the Filipino peo- 
ple of the people's initiative au- 
thorized under the Constitu- 
tion,” he said. 

‘As long as the Supreme Court 
would not issue a restraining or- 
der, De Venecia said the process 
would continue and the Com- 
elec could set a plebiscite to de- 
termine if the people were in fa- 
vor of changing the form of gov- 
ernment from presidential to a 
unicameral parliamentary by 
Sept. or Oct. 1 

"But 1 think the Supreme 
Court ín its great wisdom as the 
last arbiter in our society will 
recognize that this is the over- 
whelming will of the Filipino 
people," he said.

ROBLEM: IF YOU TEACH IN A 
school which has 1,604 students 
but only 13 classrooms—a ratio of 
about 123:1—what will you do? 


Possibly, one solution is to talk to teachers 
at the Dumingag National High School in 
Dumingag, Zamboanga del Sur, for they have 
to exert extra effort to make sure their stu- 
dents learn in crowded, makeshift class- 
rooms. Also, talk to the students, for they 
have to endure the rain and heat. 

То address the classroom shortage in the 
school, three classes are held on the bleachers 
ofa grandstand and five more under—which 
members of the Parents-Teachers Association 
(PTA) walled with plywood to shield the stu- 
dents from the rain and sun—and still anoth- 
er class in an open multipurpose hall. 

Classes have been conducted in the grand- 
stand for the past four years, said one of the 
teachers, Josephine Hangad. 

Another teacher, Rhoem Bontuyan, Who 
handles Technology and Livelihood Education 
classes, said the students on the bleachers had 
to move from time to time, to avoid the sun. 

jur we have to endure the heat that comes 
from the galvanized iron roofing of the grand- 
stand,” Bontuyan said. 

Classes on the bleachers and at the m 
purpose hall are disrupted by the “noise from 
the rain falling on the roof” 

“We really have to stop the lectures and in- 
stead make students do an activity whic 
quires no discussion or lecture,” Bontuyan 
said 

Tan Rey Villegas, a third year student who 
sits on the bleachers, said he had difficulty 
‘concentrating on the lessons because of the 
heat and noise. 

‘Three classes are held simultaneously in the 
area, two meters apart and without any wall 
between them. Students in one class said they 
could hear the teacher lecturing in the next. 

Rapril Тіреу, a third year student, said he 
had no choice but to attend his classes rather 
than stay at home. 

"The school also has a textbook problem. 
According to Hangad, three students share 
one textbook, 

‘Only 239 textbooks in Mathematics are 
available for the more than 630 freshman stu- 
dents. 

Faced with these problems, the teachers 
must employ creative methods so that their 
students can understand their lessons, ac 
cording to Sylvia Lofranco, a Math teacher. 

"A teacher must be innovative and creative 


so they can be effective. At first, it is diffi- 
ilt to manage them (large classes) but you 
get used to it because you have no other 
choice,” she said. 


According to Hangad, the teachers are pa- 
tient and determined. 

"In one of our meetings with the parents, we 
told them that our teachers were doing their 


best to teach the students,” Hangad said. 

РТА president Alexander Маса acknowl- 
edged that the school needed help and that 
the teachers were taking action to solve the 
problem. 

"The problem cannot be solved by the 
teachers alone, so we try to assist them. The 
parents contribute money from their own 
pockets to pay for the teachers and classroom. 
renovations," said Maca, who sends four chil- 
dren to the school. 

The PTA has pledged to shoulder the 
salaries of six teachers. 5

Before, 1 only 
thought of myself and that my existence here 
was because 1 was forced to functio 
Jimenez said, adding: 

"Now, 1 am more aware of:

ence and it will not just reside ily in me but 
has to be translated to how 1 am going to 
teach my students ... It has to be transferred 
and shown.” 


Saving people, oneself 

Jimenez was referring co a situation in 
which he was in an icy cold swimming poo! 
with people struggling for their lives 
around him. Though horrified at the sight, 
he had to decide on saving the people 
around him and himself although he was 
no expert swimmer. 

"We often talk about doing good things for 
others but things are always different out in 
the desert or in the cold waters. Still, you will 
be touched by other people's goodness or by 
your own simple goodness,” he said. 

“Sometimes, circumstances require you to 
save yourself and save others, and you will be 


very pleased at the outcome.” 

jimenez and 55 other high school teachers 
from Kidapawan and the provinces of Negros 
Occidental, Negros Oriental, Leyte and Albay 
joined the first ever Teacher's Energy Camp of 
the Philippine National Oil Corp.-Energy De- 
velopment Corp. (PNOC-EDC) at the foot of 
Apo. 
The facility was designed for participants 
to improve themselves, their teaching and 
their outlook in life. 

Agnesia Millanes, 45, a teacher of the Do- 
lores National High School in Ormoc City, 
said that after what she went through, she 
маз now equipped with a different but effec- 
tive teaching strategy. She is now more ma- 
ture in understanding and dealing with 
youthful enthusiasm and aggressiveness, she 
said. 

"Students will always try to edge each 
other out. They are so competitive and even 
aggressive that they are often misunder- 
stood. Everything will turn out differently 
for them if we mishandle these things, and 
we can only feel guilty in the end," Millanes 
said. 

AS а mother and teacher for 22 years, 
lanes said she was aware of ће various issues 
that students confronted and how these af- 
fected their performance in school and would 
change their own lives. 

"Students have a lo of fears that can devel- 
ор into full-blown crises if not addressed. 1 
know in my heart now that сап already han- 
dle issues of fear and problems with self-con- 
fidence because of my experiences here in this 
camp," she said. 


Conquering fears 

“Here, 1 also conquered some of my own 
fears. Later, 1 became more confident about 
the things that knew and the things I could 
actually do. 1 leamed these because 1 tried 
and was successful at putting myself in the 
shoes of my students,” she added. 

During their five-day tay the teachers took 
various challenges that not only tested their 
bii to compete with each other but also al- 
lowed them to develop self-esteem, discipline 
and teamwork. 

"Teddy Catindig, a former education under- 
secretary who served as the participants ad- 
wiser and debriefer, said the teachers went 
through a "going-out-of-the-box," a very es-

venturous in finding answers to questions and 
solutions to problems that could be theirs or 
their students. 

"They are actually learning here. Its ех- 
panding the horizon and what is important is 
that their discovery of their self-confidence 
and conquering of their fears because they 
were forced to do things that never did they 
imagine of doing ... Some teachers were s0 
afraid of the heights but after one activity, 
change happened,” Catindig said. 

He was referring to a series of physically 
and mentally demanding activities.

Newly designed Children’s Room 
more conducive to therapy 


‘THE NEWLY opened Children's Room at the center.

ON THE SEVENTH FLOOR OF THE EAST 
Avenue Medical Center (EAMC) in Quezon City 
isa smali rectangular room where children recov- 
er from all manner of inner hurts and ailments. 

With its walls painted a soft blue, this hospi- 
tal room has no sickbeds and sterile machin- 
ery--only toys, bean bags, books and videos. 

Itisa place where young survivors of abuse 
and domestic violence can freely express their 
feelings—through art or play—to begin their 
journey toward healing, 

‘The Women's Crisis Center (WCC), in part- 
nership with The Body Shop Philippines, re- 
cently inaugurated the Children's Room of the 
Women and Children Crisis and Protection 
Unit (WCCPU) at the ЕАМС. 

“In this place, children can read, watch 
videos and play with toys alone, or with a 
group. They can be just themselves here," said 
WCC executive director Sally Ujano. 

“Before the Children’s Room was opened, 
Our counselors met with the kids in rooms 
that were not designed with children in 
mind,” Ujano said 


The plainly-furnished counseling rooms 
were not conducive to healing work with chil- 
dren, she added. “Given the number of young 
survivors we talked to last year, we knew we 
had to do something,” Ujano said. 

Funded by The Body Shop, a cosmetics com- 
pany heavy on corporate social responsibility, 
the Children's Room is now furnished with art 
materials and toys, a television set and DVD 
player, complete with educational and recre- 
ational videos. A corner of the room was also 
converted into a reading and storytelling area. 

‘The room was designed to integrate creativi- 
ty, sellexpression and fun in the children's path 
toward learning and recovery, according to Ma. 
Bula Espe of The Body Shop Philippines 


Nonviolent toys 

"The toys and materials here were specifi- 
cally chosen зо as not to include violent toys 
like guns, swords and knives," she added. 

"The WCCPU is the first hospital-based crisis 
intervention center for women and children 
in the country jointly managed by a govern- 
ment hospital (EAMC) and a nongovernment 
organization (WCC). 

The result of a pilot project in 1996 called 
Project Haven, it was conceptualized by wom- 
en's organizations, the National Commission 
on the Role of Filipino Women and funded by 
the Department of Health and the United Na- 
tions Population Fund. 

Tris a venue where women and children who 
were victims of abuse can relate with others 
"who have gone through a similar experience in 
а nonthreatening, nonviolent and emotionally 
supportive environment, according to WCCPU 
executive director Eden Bonagua-Paro. 


(One ofthe children recovering at the facility is 
Ria Soriano (not her real name). She was 10 
years old when her father attempted to rape her 
He stopped the assault when she cried out, but 
he told her that he would wait unti she grew up. 

The previously energetic Ria became de- 
pressed and suicidal and stopped going to 
school. When her mother learned about the 
abuse, she fled a case against her husband 
and brought Ria to the WCCPU at the ЕАМС 
for counseling and case management. 


Victims of abuse. 

Ria is just one of the hundreds of abused chil- 
dren who were brought to the WOOCPU-EAMC 
in 2005. With ages ranging from 9-17 years old, 
the children's cases varied, but the majority were 
sexual abuse cases, from molestation and sexual 
harassment to incestuous and stranger rape. 

‘There were also children brought in after 
being maltreated in their homes or by other 
adults, and a huge number of secondary sur- 
vivors children of battered women (ranging 
from 0-17 years of age) whose ordeal of do- 
mestic violence also manifested in their dys- 
functional behavior 

Bonagua-Parot explained that asa crisis in- 
tervention center, the primary funetion of the 
WCCCPU was to provide temporary assis- 
tance for abuse victims, offering services like 
counseling and temporary shelter. The center 
‘would then refer the women and children to 
more suitable institutions for their care while 
ensuring that they would be looked after in 
the long term, she said. 


Children tagging along 

Bonagua-Parot said the center did nox orig- 
inally accept children, only women, but offi- 
cers later found out that women tended to 
bring their children along when visiting the 
center 

Children of battered or abused women 
would sometimes show “dysfunctional be- 
havior” because of their exposure to violence 
in the home, she said. 

“When they're playing, you'll notice chat 
they bang their toys or hit their playmates,” 
she said. This is even more true for children 
Who are victims of abuse themselves, she 
added. 

“Sometimes, children don't want to talk 
about what happened to them, so they resort 
to more physical ways to show how they feel" 
said Marivic Папа, one of the counselors. 

Ап and play can go a long way in helping 
children express their feelings, she said, 
adding that the Childrens Room was one of 
the ways that the center could reach out to 
them. 

“Children need to trust you first before they 
open up. Ifa counselor talks to them in an or- 
inary room intended for adults, theyll be 
‘uncomfortable. But in the Children's Room, 
they feel more carefree. They're always wel- 
come here,” Pilarta said.

Alternative learning program teaches mountain 
community it's never too late to learn

UP IN THE MOUNTAINS OF SIERRA 
Madre in Tanay, Rizal, some elderly 
members of the Dumagat tribe are dis- 
covering a passion for learning. 

"We are happy that we are learning 
new things. Our parents and grandpar- 
ents had never thought of letting us go to 
school,” Lope dela Cruz, who thinks he is 
already more than 60 years old, said in 
broken Filipino, stopping once ina while 
to chew on a betel nut. 

"Now, even if we are already very old, 
ме can show our children and grandchil- 
dren that we are striving to learn,” he 
added, showing his red teeth. 

Dela Cruz is one of the Dumagats who 
are benefiting from an alternative learn- 
ing program which the Department of 
Education has been implementing in the 
area since 2003. 


First-timers 

Called the basic literacy program, it 
‘was formulated by the DepEd specially 
for tribe members like the Dumagats 
‘who have never been to school, accord- 
ing to Lyn Sanchez, teacher-in-charge. 

For three to five months, around 25 
“students,” with ages ranging from 15 
years old and upwards, hold classes in a 
‘wide clearing in а rapidly thinning forest. 
at least twice a week, she said. 

They are taught to read, write and 
count, guided by a module provided by 
thenational government. 

The alternative learning program, 
which i also being implemented in other 
remote areas in the country, fits the Du- 


oferystal clear water. 


magat community in the mountain vil- 
lage of Sitio Ilaya, Barangay St. Ins, 
which is three hours away from the town 
proper 

Ageless 

Because of abject poverty, most of its 
elderly members have never learned 
how to read or write, preferring to look 
for work or forage for food to feed their 
growing families. Most of them do not 
ven remember how old they are. 

“There are formal elementary schools 
atte foot ofthe village, like the Sta Ines 
Elementary School, where some of the 
Dumagata have been sending their chi 
dren inthe las few years. 

But most of the older generations had 
snubbed the small school since И was 
built in 1958, just like Dela Cruz, who 
even helped construct the nearby Nayon 
Annex School in 1972. 

His childhood dream was to become а 
pilot and conquer the world, He is al 
Табу too old to enter grade school, 
where the youngest of his 11 children is 
still enrolled. 

But thanks to the alternative leaning 
program, he can now write, although 
жй difficulty his own name. 


Positive changes 

“Writing is the most difficult for me. 
Ош teacher even had to hold my hand 
every time,” Lope said, regretting not 
having joined the first classes inside the 
school his own hands had helped build. 

His relative, and classmate, Marina 
dela Cruz, who thinks she is about 50 
years old, is also very proud of what she

has learned during the sessions. 

‘She can now read street signs, as long 
as they are printed in big letters, which 
means that she would not get lost the 
next time she goes to the town proper, 
which she and her neighbors rarely do. 

‘And the best thing about knowing 
how to count? Marina said vendors can 
no longer deceive her as long as the 
amount involved does not exceed P100. 

"Before, we would just give our money 


THERE are formal schools i 
their children to school. 
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and leave the store,” she recalled. 

“Some vendors would call us back to 
give our change but most of the time, we 
just left. We did not know how much to 
pay and how much change to get bac 
she added, her loud voice standing out 
amid the giggles of her neighbors. 

She attends the basic literacy sessions, 
usually held every Saturday and Sunday, 
unlike Lope who can only attend the ses- 
sions every Sunday because he is busy 
with work. 


First facilitator 

Some Dumagats in Sitio Ilaya still re: 
member Roberto Musa, the program's 
first facilitator, who is now the district 
school's “mobile teacher” 

Coming from a poor family, Musa, 
now 32, said he grabbed the teaching 
post when ir first opened in 1999. The 
first difficulty he encountered was re- 
cruiting students. 

“In formal schools, students enroll in 
the schools while 1 look for people who 
cannot read ог write whom 1 can re- 
cruit," he told the Ivquinen 

But how do you recruit people who 
would rather eke out a living or are too 
shy to learn their ABCs and 123s now 
that they are much older? 

"Ordinary teachers wait for their stu- 
dents to report to the classroom. I go to 
far-flung places where my students live 
‘or work,” Musa said. 

Later, as he became more popular in 
the area and word about the program be- 
gan to spread, it became easier to recruit 
students. 


Long, arduous trek 
Twice a week, he would go up to the 
Í mountain village, a journey, which by it- 
self, already posed a challenge. 
The main road leading to Barangay 
Sta. ines is 17 kilometers away from the 
town proper, where the school district of- 
fice is located. 
"That is just the beginning, however. 
The main road, which is made of asphalt, 
later ends in a narrow and rocky dirt 
road which runs for 16 more kilometers, 
crossing about a dozen brooks and rives 
of crystal clear water. 5 
Only two passenger jeepneys make 
the trip, which usually takes an hour and 
a half. Those going out of the remote vil- 
lage will have to catch the first trip at 4 
‘am. or the last trip for the day at a.m.

Traffic slightly improves in Mandaluyong due to new scheme

‘THE EXPERIMENTAL TRAFFIC SCHEME 
on Shaw Boulevard in Mandaluyong City 
was finally implemented on Thursday, 
resulting ina slight improvement in traf- 
fie low although some motorists were 
still caught by surprise. 

Though a city traffic engineer said the 
first day showed better traffic flow in a 
few side streets, Mayor Neptali Gonzales 


П said they would continue to study the 
effects of the changes. 

“We will be monitoring for one week, 
initially" Gonzales told the Ingumen. 

In an attempt to ease traffic on the 
usually congested Shaw Boulevard, the 
city government started implementing 
last Thursday a 14-year-old unused ordi- 
nance covering parts of the busy thor 
oughfare. 

The city also added a few new traffic 


schemes to cover other areas not covered 
bytheold ordinance, city traffic engineer. 
Butch Javier said. 

The experimental traffic scheme con- 
verted some side streets into one-way 
streets, prohibiting left turns in many 
parts of the main road. 

"There was a slight improvement, es- 
pecially in areas manned by our traffic 
“enforcers,” Javier said. 


Some areas, however, were not 


manned by traffic enforcers, leaving 
some motorists confused about the 
changes 

"The changes which would prove ef- 
fective would be retained. If some streets 
still turn out to be congested, we will 
have to think of some other changes," 
Javier added. 

From being two-way side streets, the 
following were turned into one-way 
routes: Bernardo Street from Haig Street 


to Shaw Boulevard: Magalona Street 
from Shaw to Haig; Gomezville from 
Shaw to Guerrero Street; Luna Mencias 
going out to Shaw; Pilar Street from 
Shaw to Calderon Street; Mabini Street 
fom Shaw to San Juan: Ideal Street 
from Shaw to Lee Street; Laurel Street 
from Shaw to Lee; Lee Street from Laurel 
Sr. to Shaw; Old Wack Wack Road from 
Shaw and Sto. Cristo Street going to 
Shaw.

To my recollection, he was at the in- 
tersection almost daily, filling the air 
wich familiar tunes that he endowed 
with his own feeling of sadness and nos- 
talgia amid the hordes of people who 
hurried by, apparently deaf and uncar- 
ing—and perhaps each absorbed in 

ieir own world and problems. 

But he helped give the place its own 
unique character and atmosphere that 
some would possibly never forget—and 
а few would even relish—even with the 
passing many decades, 

Partly because of him, there certainly 
was and never will be another place in 
the world like that busy comer of old 
Manila. 

That old place is now just a memory. 

The elevated railway passing over- 
head had darkened the area into a huge, 


cavern-like pit and its overwhelming 
buzz and din have driven off the 
brightly-lit and prosperous stores 
that once thrived there, along with 
their spanking wares and visibly 
made-up but forever forlorn sales 
women. 

The place has lately become a well- 
lit promenade park of unfeeling con- 
crete and scrubbed tiles peopled by a 
new breed of bystanders and pedes- 
trians idling or hurrying by amid the 
relics of the old and the futile stabs at 
modernity and the future.

If you miss the jeep, you have no 
choice but to walk, something Musa said 
he did а lor of times during his seven 
years asa facilitator. 


Shaky legs 

“My legs are beginning to shake every 
time {go up another mountain,” he stat- 
ed. Although he now teaches in other re- 
‘ote areas in Tanay still plagued by Ше 
frac, he is thinking about quitting the 
Job which has earned him local awards 
as outstanding educator 

In the meantime, however, Musa said 
he will continue serving as a mobile 
teacher, bringing knowledge to far-flung 


villages. 

‘The remoteness of Sitio Haya is not the. 
only difficulty ceacher-facilitators face. 

When the Ingumen visited the village, 
Sanchez accompanied this writer. On the 
way back, she discovered that she had 
left her bag in one of the remote schools. 
Because of the distance, she decided not 
to go back. 

Ordinarily, she could have just 
up the school or sent a text message to 
one of her teachers, but there is no signal 
which would allow her to use her cellular 
phonein the village.

Sanchez is-grateful for the govern- 
ments support although sometimes, the 
facilitator ends up spending his own 
money lie in Muse's case. 

Не recalled that he sometimes used 
some of his money to buy food for his 
Students when he found out that some of 
them had not eaten anything before go- 
ing to class. 

"Later, it became fulfilling for me. 
Here you get to chat and even learn from 
your students who are usually older than 
you. You get to help poor residents * 
Musa said. 

The Dumagats' eagerness to leam was 
quite evident during Sanchezs visit to 
Sito laya. 

Firs, they asked her where Susan, the 
facilitator, was. They expressed alarm 
over che fact that Susan had not been to 
their village for several days. 


Eager to learn 

They then begged Sanchez for more 
teachers and classrooms. At one point, 
they told her they wanted to enroll their 
children in the elementary schools at the 
foot of the village but they could not af 
ford the fees being collected. 

When Sanchez said they could enroll 
their children even if they could not pay, 
the Dumagats smiled. АП that they had 
to worry about now was where to get the 
money for buying uniforms and shoes, 
she told them. 

“Your children should wear shoes so 
that atleast, even with your condition 
now, you can say your children still look 
decent,” Sanchez explained. 

The smiles were wider now as they 
started expressing how grateful they 
were to her 

“How can you leave them like this 
when they have put all their trust оп 
you?"

He remembers vividly a day in his life as 
Justice of Peace. He was on his way to his sala 
when getting past through a line, a black man 
at the back of a long queue screams “you get 
here behind me, man, Ive been lining up for 
hours and you want to get ahead of everyone. 
There is no way you can do that." My brother 
tumed to him with a smile and said, "Sorry, 
but Tam the Justice of the Peace who wi 
your case.

UN votes 
to send Taylor 
to The Hague 


UNITED NATIONS —THE UN SE- 
curity Council on Friday unani- 
passed a resolution au- 
g the transfer of former 
Liberian leader Charles Taylor to 
the Netherlands to stand trial for 
war crimes in Sierra Leone, 

Taylor, seen as the mastermind 
behind interwined civil wars in 
Liberia and Sierra Leone, is being 
held in a prison cell guarded by 
Mongolian UN peacekeepers in 
Freetown, the Sierra Leone capital. 

He faces 1l charges of war 
crimes and crimes against hu- 
‘manity for backing Sierra Leone's 
Revolutionary United Front 
rebels, who sent drugged child 
soldiers into battle and killed, 
mutilated and raped civilians 
during the conflict, 

The new International Criminal 
Court, based in The Hague, has 
agreed to lend a UN-backed spe- 
cial tribunal in Sierra Leone a cell 
and а courtroom during the trial. 

‘The resolution adopted by the 
15-пайоп UN Security Council 
asked Secretary General Kofi An- 
nan to help with the legal and 
practical arrangements required 
to send Taylor to the Netherlands. 

Liberia and Sierra Leone author- 
ities do not want to host the trial, 
fearing ‘Taylors presence could 
spark unrest among his supporters 
and possibly restart a civil war in 
either West African country 

“The continued presence оГ 
Taylor in the subregion is an im- 
pediment to stability and a threat 
to the peace of Liberia and of 
Sierra Leone and to international 
peace and security in the region,” 
the resolution said. 

Denmark's UN ambassador 
Ellen Margrethe Loj, this month's 
council president, told reporters 
that holding the trial in Sierra 
Leone would be a risk for the re- 
gion. Reuters

45 rebs killed in Afghan push 


KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN—A POLICE- 
‘man and seven Taliban were killed in fresh 
fighting in Afghanistan early Saturday as se- 
curity forces pushed on with the largest op- 
eration since the Taliban regime fell in 2001. 

The latest battle, which erupted in 
southern Kandahar province at midnight 
and continued until morning, came 
hours after the coalition announced the 
killing of 45 Taliban rebels and two coali- 
tion soldiers on Friday. 

‘Nearly 100 insurgents have been 
killed in major strikes since the coalition 
unveiled details on Wednesday of its Op- 
eration Mountain Thrust, launched in 
mid-May with the support of about 
10,000 people, including support staff 

“Taliban rebels stormed a district govem- 
ment office in Kandahar a hotbed of Taliban 
insurgents, at around midnight, interior 
‘ministry spokesperson Yousuf Staniza said. 

After the bate, "The Taliban fled, leaving 
the seven bodies at the site,” Staniza told 
AFP “One police was also martyred and one 
was wounded in the several hours fighting.” 

Hours earlier the coalition announced 
that about 45 Taliban insurgents were 
killed in two separate battles in Uruzgan 
province. Fridays strikes were part of 
Operation Mountain Thrust. 

"The larger attack was in the west of 
Uruzgan where "coalition forces en- 


‘gaged the enemy in a compound, killing 
an estimated 40 insurgents while they 
were meeting at a known enemy camp,” 
a statement said. 

Coalition forces waited until more 
than 50 people were present before at- 
tacking, said spokesperson Lt. Col. Paul 
Fitzpatrick, adding: "The compound was 
severely damaged, and we anticipate 
most of those present were killed.” 

The Taliban at the meeting included 
members of a cell tasked with making 
bombs, financiers and area leaders re- 
sponsible for numerous attacks, the 
coalition statement said. 

The second attack took place north- 
east of the provincial capital Tirin Kot, 
according toa separate statement, 

Afghan and coalition forces raided a 
known Taliban compound, killing five in- 
surgents. One US soldier was wounded. 

As the coalition daimed new successes, it 
lost two troops in easter Kunar province 
when a patrol vehicle stuck a bomb planted 
in the road, another statement said, without 
specifying the soldiers nationalities. 

Around 37 coalition soldiers have been 
killed in action in Afghanistan this year, 
more than half of them Americans who 
form the bulk of the US-led force that is 
hunting down Taliban and otter militants 
in the south and east ofthe county. AFP

WASHINGTON--IRAQI  DE- 
tainees were held with their eyes 
taped shut in tiny box-like cells 
for up to seven days at a time 
while loud music blared at a spe- 
cial operations holding facility a 
US military investigation found. 

The investigation conducted 
by Brig. Gen. Richard Formica fol- 
lowing the Abu Ghraib prison 
scandal in 2004 also found that 
detainees were fed only bread 
and water for up to 17 days at an- 
other special operations location. 

Formica's report, released in 
heavily redacted form Friday in 
response toa Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act lawsuit brought by the 
‘American Civil Liberties Union, 
dismissed other allegations that 
prisoners were physically abused 
‘or humiliated at the so-called tac- 
tical holding facilities. 

He also accepted the argument 
of US special operators that the 
small cells, which he said mea- 
sured 20 inches (50 centimeters) 
wide by four feet (1.2 meters) high 
and four feet deep, were "neces- 
sary for force protection and to 
prevent detainees from escape.” 

“It is reasonable to conclude 
that this would be acceptable for 
short periods of time, 24-48 
hours, coincident to capture and 
until it was reasonably practical 
to transfer them to a suitable fa- 
cility—two days would be rea- 
sonable; five to seven days would 
not,” Formica wrote.

CDC chief now bent on turning former base into world-class logistics hub

IFCLARK DEVELOPMENT CORP PRESIDENT 
and CEO Antonio R. Ng appears like he has a 
chip on his shoulder, its probably because he 
has. 

Ng grew up poor. People used to tease him 
a lot for the way he looks and for his odd- 
sounding name. Ng is of Chinese descent. 

The insults created a deep anger in him, 
‘which he did not even realize was there until 
he achieved a measure of success. Only then. 
did he see that the anger had channeled itself 
into а drive toward excellence. 

And excel he did. 

"Thad the desire to be the best,” Ng says as he 
smiles. “So I gave everything my best, including 
ironing my own clothes. When 1 scrubbed the 
floor it was always a mirror finish.” 

Upon the recommendation of former Ayala 
Corp. top man Francisco Licuanan, who маз 
then the presidential adviser on Clark, Ng was 
installed as CDC head in March 2005. 

But Ng is humble enough to admit that he 
attained success not without help. 

“I used to think маз a self-made man,” he 
says. “I realize now 1 am a God-made man. 
First it was my mother who prayed for me. 
And then it was my wife.” 

Ng sis as head of one of the most controver- 
sal and confictridden posts in government. 

Decisions made by several of his predeces- 
sors had raised eyebrows, some decisions 
were even mired in scandals.

the dough, mixing the flour and yeast with my 
bare hands, My sister would make donuts ear- 
ly the following morning by cooking the 
dough I prepared. The donuts would be sold 
by my mother in the public market.” 

Tn the afternoons, his mother would sell 

“rice cakes. 

Ng earned five centavos from every news. 
paper he sold. He would sell 20 a day, so this 
gave him P1. That was in the 1960s when the 
peso still wenta long way. 

“1 did not really feel poor, except when I see 
other people and when they insultus," he says. 

Despite the teasing and the insults, Ng ex- 
celled in school and graduated salutatorian in 
high school. He was an entrance scholar at the 
University of the Philippines, which meant he got 
free tuition and did not have to pass the entrance. 
exam. He studied engineering. 

He says it was in UP that he realized how 
spoiled he was with his mother There was one 
time during his frst semester i college that he 
burst into tears, realizing that he was on his own. 

He lived on P120 a month, which was a 
huge amount his mother and sisters had to 
raise. 

To augment his income he volunteered in 
the research studies of senior students. The 
work earned him an extra P20 a month. 


Career path 

The four years passed quickly and soon he 
was working with San Miguel Corp. as a 
methods analyst He says that in Sen Miguel, 
it would only take him one and a half months 
to the work that would normally take others 
three months to complete 

“worked unmindful of the hours,” Ng says 
of his sinin San Miguel from 1971 to 1975. 

He was pirated by Concepcion Industries

Again, Ng became the first Filipino manag- 
ing director of Amkor Technolgy Philippines, 
а subsidiary of Amkor Technolgy Inc, the 
works largest outsourced manufacturer in 
semiconductor. 

Ng retired at age 52. But he stili took on a 
lighter job as CEO of CLF Oil Mil. In 2004, he 
set up the EMS CEO Consulting Group with 
“close CEO associates” and stared their own 
new product line in electronics 

One time, Licuanan Invited him to look at 
the power problems at Clark. He made a few 
suggestions which the official apparently 
liked. Thus he ended up with CDC. 

“Today, Ng travels almost four hours each 
day to go to work. He says he sill has a 
daughter who is studying so he cannot locate 
in Clark. But he says he does not mind. He is 
also aware that he serves at the pleasure of 
the President and that he may lose his job at 
anytime.

Sports Commission. He is also currently the 
vice president to the Philippine Franchise As- 
sodation and Philippine Retailers Associa- 
tion-Cebu chapter. 

According to Aldeguer throughout his 
work as an accomplished entrepreneur, he 
has leaned on technology to help him manage 
his businesses better 

"Technology has made life much easier f 
me. It gets me more organized and more effi- 
cient. I like that there are several options to 
customize todays technology according to 
my needs. It also helps that different compa- 
nies are working together to make their re- 
spective products compatible with each oth- 
ex” he says.

‘Househusbands’ or husbands preferring to do the 
role of women in households, while the wives work 
for a living, is now a growing trend and is effecting 
change in the Filipino family and its values

“ANDRES DE SAYA,” THE SEMINAL CHAR- 
acter in Filipino pop culture and often the 
subject of pun because of his depiction in 
komiks and movies as an apron-wearing 
ipino "macho" male who does household 
chores including caring fora baby is gradual- 
ly going mainstream in Philippine society. 

"Househusbands" or husbands preferring 
to do the role of women in households, 
while the wives work for a living, is now a 
growing trend and is effecting change in the 
Filipino family and its values, particularly 
among the families of overseas Filipino 
workers. 

Rosemarie Trajano, executive director of 
Kanlungan Centre Foundation, an NGO 


which provides legal assistance, education, 
counseling and advocacy work to migrant 
workers, says that among the migrant work- 
ers sector, a big number of wives leave home 
for work overseas and leave the care of the 
children to the husbands. Among these males, 
a big number are "progressive in thinking," 
aware of gender sensitivity and readily ac- 
‘cepts the change in roles. Although, she says, 
there is still a big number of males who find 
doing chores of women degrading. 

Research done by AC Nielsen last year of 
2,000 urban households nationwide showed 
roles have been gradually reversing starting 
in the 1990s, that male homemakers is a per- 
manent rather than a temporary arrange- 
ment, and that the change was caused by eco- 


nomic and financial factors. 

‘According to Trajano, of the 900,000 plus 
overseas Filipino workers deployed abroad, 
72 percent of that number or about 700,000 
were females. She says over the past five 
years this country has been sending more or 
less 1 million OFWs abroad and there are 
more women than men going abroad for 
work. Trajano says Filipino women's migra- 
tion for work abroad began in the 1980s 
‘when the demand for the “service and nurtur- 
ing work" in developed countries began. 

"Trajano says its a reality that a large num- 
ber of Filipino households are without moth- 
ers. She says, however, that many ofthe hus- 
bands left behind don't really fully perform 
the role of the wives as other female members

STO. TOMAS recently said that employment rose in April 
2006 by 2.5 percent or 803,000 new employed persons, 
increasing the total employment in the country to 
33.024 million from 32.221 million in April 2005. 

Sto. Tomas noted that the positive gain as reported in 
the April 2006 Labor Force Survey of the National 
Statistics Office indicates the economy's capacity to 
productively absorb more new entrants to the labor force 
amidst the graduation season this year. 

With the growth, Sto. Tomas said that unemployment 
dropped to 8.2 percent from last year's 8.3 percent. 

The labor chief said that the country's agriculture, 
fishery and forestry sector led the employment growth 
by a robust 3.9 percent or 427,000, which surpassed one- 
half (53.2 percent) of the employment created during 
the period.

To poss 2 
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In a recent television talk show, Casifio raised the spectre of 
“death squads,” motorcycle-riding gunmen roaming the 
countryside with a hit list, recalling similar "dirty wars" 
waged in Argentina and El Salvador in the 1970s and 1980s, 
when these countries were under military dictatorship. 

"They are threatened by the entry of Bayan Muna and the 
other progressive parties into mainstream politics," says Casi- 
fo. 

Bayan Muna's party list representative makes no bones 
about who he thinks “they” are: 

“Our information is that its a special group under the in- 
telligence service,” he says. “There is a group that handles 
"special operations,' of which there are two types: the first is 
directly related to internal security operations or counterin- 
surgency. These teams go from barrio to barrio looking for 
members of Bayan Muna. Some are intimidated, some are 
killed, others are simply cases of mistaken identity. And then 

ү there are those killings with specific targets: personalities in 
people's organizations, usually in the more populated areas 
‘where there are legal organizations. The result is more assas- 
sinations and summary executions.” 

Politics of vendetta. 

“Then there's what 1 call GMA’ politics of vendetta which 
rides on that thinking by the military,” he adds. "Most of those 
in the so-called front organizations are the staunchest critics 
of the Arroyo administration, so the two agendas meet. The 
military does Из thing and the political administration allows 
and tolerates it because it benefits them." 

"The old-timers say this never happened during martial 
law,” says Casifio. “During martial law, a lot of people disap- 
peared or were killed, but they were underground, and 
armed. But these are perfectly legal personalities, leaders іп 
their communities. This kind of systematic killing never hap- 
pened during the martial law regime.” 

Needless to say, the AFP leadership has denied that such a 
scenario is taking place. Various government officials have 
been quoted as speculating that the killings could be part of a 
Communist purge of its ranks, or a fratricidal conflict among 
warring factions of the Left. National Security Adviser Nor- 
berto Gonzales went on national TV to announce that "killing 
fields" had been uncovered in Bukidnon ( a fact later disput- 
ed by provincial leaders) while Justice Secretary Raul Gon- 
zales scored Amnesty International for “having an agenda" 
when it flunked the Philippines in its latest human rights re- 
port because of the killings. 

Public response has been strangely muted, despite the 
alarming numbers of dead, and the fact that they were mem- 
bers of legal organizations. 

“It probably takes time for people to react,” says Casiño. 
“Killings are a normal occurrence here. Salvaging happens 
here. Its not apathy. I would term it cynicism--the public is 
cynical about causes like democracy and human rights, be- 
cause they don't see them being resolved in the near term, 
and they are preoccupied with their own lives and livelihood. 
But I think people understand the issues. In the areas where 
there are killings, of course there's fear, but when you talk to 
the people they understand the issues. They say they'll keep. 
quiet because its too hot, but they still think its wrong. Peo- 
ple get mad, but they feel that nothing can be done to change. 
things. We have to break that kind of cynicism." 

Tfanything, he says, the killings are having the opposite re- 
sult. 

“On that score I think we are doing relatively well, іп terms 
ofthe perception of the people that our leaders are being killed 
because they are doing the right thing. We are able to bring the 
issue of human rights to the people because of these killings. 
During the next impeachment complaint (against President 
Arroyo), the human rights issue will be a big issue. 

War of attrition 

“We just had a national council meeting and the consensus 
was that Bayan Muna cannot be silent. We cannot be cowed 
by these killings, we just have to find ways to avoid being 
killed. 1 would say morale is still relatively high. There is a lot 
of fear, but my impression is that their belief in what they are 
fighting for has become deeper in spite ofthe fear. The more 
you repress, the more you try to frighten people, the more 
‘you legitimize what they are fighting for. That's why when we 
had our meeting we were not worried that the Left would 
lose its adherents, It may cripple the machinery for а time, 
but it will be easy to rebuild later on. The impact of the 
killings on the people is to convince them that indeed the 
structures of society are rotten and it needs change.” 

On the other hand, he admits the war of attrition has taken 
а physical toll on Bayan Muna. 

"The implications on our party machinery, and the capacity 
of the mass movement itself to continue to be effective, is 
something we are grappling with now. Of course our stand is 
to continue to assert our legitimacy, our legality, but we are 
also looking for other ways to protect the ranks, because 
there is a real danger of physical annihilation.” 

For his own part, Casifo is well aware that his name is on 
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Upplng the ante: Сазййо hits the streets 


someone's list, that he is in someone's 
“order of battle,” and that parliamen- 
tary immunity doesn't include immuni- 
ty from “physical annihilation.” 

“Maybe I'm in denial," he says. "Ev- 
eryone I talk to is worried about me, 
they tell me to be careful, but I can't let 
it getto me. I'm just more careful, more 
aware of my surroundings, before I go 
to a place I ask about the situation. But 
the moment we go low visibility, that 
would affect the morale of the people, 
and that's really what they want to do 
with these killings, to intimidate the 
Left.” 

"Cadre de familia" 

The situation is more worrisome 
now that he's a "cadre de familia:” he is 
married to Ruth Cervantes of the 
cause-oriented group Karapatan, and 
the couple has a three-year-old son 
Elian. 

“Fortunately, Ruth works with a hu- 
man rights group, so we understand 
each other well,” he says. His son may 
not yet understand what's going on, 
but “he just knows his father is fighting 
for something.” 

Casiño was bom on Nov 15, 
1968—a subject of some hilarity du: 
ing the hearings on the rebellion case 
filed against the Batasan 5 since he was 
only three when the Plaza Miranda 
bombing—one of the crimes laid at 
their feet—took place. 

Casifio is the middle child of five 
children born to a lawyer and his wife, 
who used to run a restaurant before de- 
voting herself fulltime to raising the 
family. А 

“1 was typical middle class,” says this 
young congressman. “My childhood 
was uneventful. It was only after the 
Ninoy assassination in 1983 that my 
life changed. If that hadn't happened, 
maybe I would have been a lawyer 
now” 

The young Casiño attended school in 
Aidan, his mother's home province, be- 
fore his family moved to Manila. 

“It started in high school,” he says of 
his political awakening. "I was in La 
Salle Greenhills during the last years of 
the Marcos regime. During the famine 
in Negros (because of the collapse of 
the sugar market), the La Salle Broth- 
ers started a canipaign on social aware- 
ness and that’s when my outlook 
broadened beyond the confines of just 
myself” 

Following the Aquino assassination 
and the snap elections, Casifio became 
a Namfrel volunteer. In the euphoric 
surge of idealism that followed Edsa, 
he decided that he would devote him- 
self to bettering the lot of the poor and 
the oppressed. | 

“1 enrolled in agriculture at UP Los 


Bafios, because I wanted to help the 
farmers,” he says. At UPLB, he was 
drawn to the student movement, but 
instead of joining the League of Fil- 
ipino Students (LFS), he joined the 
campus newspaper, first as a photogra- 
pher and later as a news writer. He was 
among a delegation of UPLB students 
marching with farmers to Malacahang 
to demand real land reform when po- 
lice opened бте, killing several 
protesters. 

The so-called Mendiola Massacre, 
happening less than a year after the 
promise of Edsa, was a watershed ex- 
perience. For one thing, it alarmed 
parents so much that they exiled him to 
“Aklan for a year in an attempt to get ac- 
tivism out of his system. It didn't take, 
and back in Los Baños, Casifio shifted 
to Sociology and joined the College Ed- 
itors Guild of the Philippines, an al- 
ance of campus activist journalists, of 
which he was to become the national 
head. 

“Mendiola made me realize that 
many things still had to be done,” he 
says. "Before that it was all theoretical, 
from readings and teach-ins. Butin'87, 
this was the first rally where we were 
with peasants, walking barefoot-lak- 
bayan 'yon---and that was the turning 
point in my activism.” 

Upon graduation, Casifio applied at 
the Kilusang Mayo Uno, invariably de- 
scribed as the "militant" labor union. 

"When was in the student move- 
ment, I looked up to the labor move- 
ment because the workers are the rev- 
olutionary class, at least that was what 
they told us activists, so I wanted to be 
exposed to the labor movement and 
find out what made it such a potent 
force. | wanted to do grassroots orga- 
nizing when I joined KMU, but they 
told me they needed a writer, they 
needed someone to handle. media 
work, so they put me in the national of- 
fice. I just dabbled in union work, but 1 
was tied to the national office for four 
years.” 

Effort at normalcy 

Early on in his stint at KMU, Casifio 
made a last ditch effort at normal- 
cy—he enrolled at the UP College of 
Law. 

“I went to law school for three days, 
in 1996," he recalls. 1 enrolled but left 
after three days. For one, with all the 
workload I had at KMU, I felt couldn't. 
give law a serious effort. Then 1 
thought if all I wanted to do was to 
help the masses, to change society, I 
don't need to study four more years 
just to do that.” 

This time his parents just gave up, af- 
tera few tense days, and let him go his 
own way.

From КМО. Casifio joined Bayan, an 
umbrella organization of various Left 
groups, where he stayed until being 
drafted to run for a seat in congress as 
a sectoral representative of the Bayan 
Muna ticket in 2004. 

“In the legislature, basically we are 
articulators,” he says. “After two years, 
we have no illusions that we can 
change the nature of congress. We 
have no illusions that we can pass re- 
ally progressive laws. With the wage 
bill we started out with P125 across the 
board one-shot deal. Now it's three 
gives, spread out over three years. 
When it passes the Senate, it's going to 
be watered down some more. The most 
ме can do is file a piece of meaningful 
legislation. The good thing is that we 
are able to articulate issues right in the 
corridors of power, we are able to de- 
bate them with the policymakers them- 
selves, we have access to media, to 
government agencies—there are con- 
crete advantages to our constituencies. 
But to say that because we are here, 
democracy works, and that Congress 
really represents the interests of the 
majority—we have no illusions about 
that.” 

Some of his critics, citing the old Mc- 
Carthyist adage that “if it walks like a 
duck, and quacks like a duck,” suggest 
that Casifio and his colleagues are 
merely toeing the party line. Casifio 
begs to disagree. 

Not a typical leftist 

“They say Tm not the stereotype of 
the kaliwete’ (leftist) leader. In fact 1 
became active in the student paper and 
in the CEGP because while I thought 
the campus radicals in the LFS were 
OK, I felt there were more areas to be 
explored. So ever since, I was very crit- 
ical even of the Left. This was the time 
when they were still studying what 
went wrong іп 86, so Ljoined at a time 
when the Left was questioning itself. 
Until now I have that kind of atti- 
tude.” 

Coming as he does from the middle- 
lass, he claims the so-called “middle 
forces” as his constituency. One chal- 
lenge he faces is finding ways to mobi- 
lize members of this sector, the driving 
force behind “people power,” who have 
become disillusioned with it. He says 
there are avenues for dissent apart 
from the tried and true method of 
marching in the streets. While the 
Batasan 5 were “housemates” under 
the protective custody of the Speaker 
of the House, for instance, Casifio 
pushed for the establishment of a 
Batasan 5 blog. 

But tired as Filipinos seem of be of 
always having to take to the streets to 
counterbalance the excesses of the 
state, Casifio believes that “people 
power” is far from being a spent force. 

“At this stage, I think it's healthy, not 
disruptive,” he says. “The status quo is 
the disruptive force, the unjust situa- 
tion that has to change. Of course if 
you're comfortable you don't want 
those kinds of upheavals, but I for one 
don't see how we can have the kinds of 
reforms we need through this kind of a 
Congress. After two years here, I doubt 
that those reforms will come from 
Congress, even less likely from Mala- 
cafiang. So it will have to come from 
outside, but it will have to be orga- 
nized, it will have to have popular sup- 
port.” 

"Thats what Im looking for—how to 
raise the ante so all these good inten- 
tions can challenge the political culture 
and the existing political structures. 
And so far, ‘people power is still it, Ies 
worked twice. The trick is how to per- 
fect this mode of change. I think i's just 
a matter of what catches the public 
imagination, what can trigger it. You 
can't predict these things.” 3

Always a standout in a cro 


Bridget Inoferio nev- 
er seemed to fit in—not just in- 
to shoes (a size 10) or a pair of 
jeans, which often fall short of 
her long, lanky legs. As a kid 
measuring 5'7,” her classmates 
called her “Big Six,” “as in 
malaking taga-Grade 6,” she 


explains. 

Its all in the genes. Inoferio's fa- 
ther, who is 63, is half Spanish, 
while her mom, at 5'11, is of Irish de- 
scent. 

So tall is Inoferio that she has 
sometimes been mistaken for a 
transvestite. The 20-year-old recalls 
two separate incidents where guys 
would wonder, within earshot, 
whether she was a man or a woman. 
("Of course she's gay, pare, look at 
that nosel”) 

People should think twice about 
offending Inoferio, who does not 
hesitate to confront rude behav- 
ior—and how. 

At a club in Singapore where she 
and a fellow Filipina overheard a 
table of gay Pinoys guessing the two 
women's gender, Inoferio shocked 
the group by exposing her breast and 
declaring, “FYI: This is for real!” 

Perhaps that's why the thought of 
living abroad has always appealed to 
her. "Since high school, I've always 
felt like 1 didn't belong here, like 
Manila was not for me." 

Crowning romp 

Years later, her hunch would prove 
to be true. In 2004, Inoferio, one of 
two Filipinos among 50 internation- 
al contestants (male model Rocky 
Salumbides was the other one) 
bagged first runner-up honors in the 
World Best Modeling Competition, а 
prestigious search that has been held 

“annually in Istanbul, Turkey, since 
, 1988. A year later, in Busan, South 
Korea, she did even better, romping 
off with the crown and the title in 
another renowned search, Model Of 
The Year 

Looking back, Inoferio doesn't re- 
member doing anything out of 
ordinary, “1 just did what I knew and 
what people taught me,” she 
shrugs. 

International audiences, however, 
saw things differently. "On 
they said 1 stood out and that my 
walk and delivery were different,” 
she says. Off stage, she was just as 
commanding a presence. Whil 
oferio wasn't exactly Miss Conge- 
niality ("You know, "Hi! Hello!” she 
demonstrates), fellow models natu- 
rally gravitated to her. “Who do you 
think will win the competition?" 
asked Miss Armenia to the group 
once in between rehearsals. “For me, 
I think Miss Philippines because 
she's very pretty and good!” 

“Huh?” thought Inoferio to her- 
self. “But nobody minds me back 
home. If only they knew how many 
‘more beautiful and talented models 
there are in the Philippines!” 

Which makes victory even sweeter 
for this dusky middle child and 
tallest of three girls, (Her 23-year- 
old sister Jackie is 510, while their 
youngest, at 18, stands 511") Actu- 
ally, it was Jackie who started mod- 
eling, finishing as a finalist in 
Bodyshots 2003 and earning a spe- 
cial award in the Bb. Pilipinas beauty 
pageant that same year. 

Varsity star 

Meanwhile, Inoferio was reaping 
accolades of her own. Encouraged 
by her father to get into sports as a 
way to stay fit and attend school as a 
scholar, she became center of the 
women's volleyball varsity team at 
the University of Santo Tomas where 
she majored in tourism. Inoferio, in 
fact, got so good, she got to play 
abroad, representing the country in 
a Seoul, Korea, invitational, and at 
the 2003 Southeast Asian Games in 
Vietnam where she and the national 
team took home bronze medals. 

Inoferio happened to be in the 
middle of an intercollegiate game in 
De La Salle-Dasmarihas, Cavite, 
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looming presence of the team's strict 
coach, a Korean who absolutely for- 
bade men from speaking to his star 
player, Esguerra managed to get Inofe- 
поз contact number through a team- 
mate.

Inoferio's international triumph won 
her representation with Calcarrie's Sin 
gapore. The model who is in and out of 
the country for months at a time, di- 
vides her days in Singapore between 
casting calls, VTRs and ramp modeling 
jobs as arranged for her by the agency, 
said to be the launching pad for big- 
time modeling assignments in the Unit- 
ed States and Europe. 

A year to model 

And if that route doesn't work out, 
she can always cross the border from 
Canada, as her father, who works in а 
hotel in Vancouver, has petitioned his 


family over. "Thats why 
Tro giving myself up to this 
year [to model" she 
says. 

Besides trying to pene- 
trate the modeling indus- 
try in New York, she'd also 
like to finish school—news. 
that should make her dad 
very happy. And if things 
go as planned, Inoferio 
may just be among the 
lovely ladies vying for a 
spot in Bb. Pilipinas 2007. 
“I was supposed to join 
this year, but 1 wasnt 
ready" she admits, “If 1 
join, I want to be a sure 
win!” 


Modeling career aside, Inoferio is 
like most 20-year-olds: she listens to 
hip-hop and alternative music, and en 
joys out-of-town trips with her friends, 
an interesting mix of models, coaches 
and athletes. 

‘And yes, there has been room for 
love. At the moment, Inoferio is dating 
a model-turned-businessman, a cute 
guy who is an inch shy of the 6'1" su- 
permodel. "But it doesn't show!” she 
swears. When she's wearing fats, 
maybe. “Ay hindi, its okay with him 
that 1 wear heels,” she assures. Sounds 
like she's finally fitting in.

Having risen from the ranks, 


Acting Education Secretary Fe Hidalgo keeps on 


ticking even after getting a presidential licking 


„=d E Hildago looks and speaks like 
the quintessential public school 
teacher, Her t's, f's and th's are 
properly enunciated, she remains 
unmarried at 69, and is apparent- 
ly mindful of her manners. 

When the Ingumer photographer 
asked her to stand with her arms 
crossed, the acting education secretary 
balked, saying that the posture denotes 
a lack of openness, a bad thing for 
teachers. 

Those who've seen President Arroyo 
scold Hidalgo publicly during a tele- 
vised Cabinet meeting might say that 
this Education OIC is too open for her 
own good. More seasoned politicians 
would have quickly picked up the nu- 
ances of their chief's changing mood 
and voice pitch, and adjusted their pre- 
sentations accordingly. 

But not Hidalgo. Her chief had insist- 
ed that it was 1 classroom for every 48 
to 50 studens, but this former teacher 
had done the math, had seen the over 
flow of students every school opening 
and stuck to her guns: its one class- 
room for every 100 students, she г 
peated. The President, not exactly the 
soul of tact, sent her off, some say to 
massage the figures. 

‘To the surprise of many, Hidalgo was 
back before the cameras that same af 
temoon, candidly answering media's 
‘queries, unlike other politicians who 
might have skulked off until the 
episode blows over. Yes, Hidalgo told 
the media, she felt sorry for herself. She 
would not have felt as bad had media 
mot been around, she added. 

“When (ehe President) gets upset, 
that's how-she deals with all of us, no

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exceptions,” she explains. "So initially 1 
didn't feel (the scolding) that much. 
Only when 1 realized that it was on 
television did I feel humiliated. I was 
thinking to myself, how would children 
look at me now as a leader in educa- 
tion, how would everybody look at me 
now?” 
Much work to do 

She tried to shrug it off, she added, 
“Everybody was taking sides and that’s 
not good. There is much work to do, 
what with classes about to open." 

Tn their next encounter, Hidalgo said 
the President had asked her, “O Fe, you 
are here. Are you now going to report?” 
No, she had answered this time. She 
‘wasn’t ready, she added. 

Unlike most officials in the Arroyo 
Cabinet who are political appointees, 
Hidalgo rose from the ranks. 

This Philippine Normal College grad- 
uate first taught at Batanes, her father's 
hometown, for three years, and at the 
Tatalon Elementary School in Quezon 
City. for the next nine years. 

"Teaching really is very inter 
particularly in Tatalon,” she said. “The 
students there were mainly from the 
squatters area, very intelligent bur also 
needy. It was very challenging to teach 
them.” 

After her teaching stint in Tatalon, 
Hidalgo was transferred to the central 
office and became a senior education: 
researcher. She later became th 
tional textbook coordinator for ele- 
mentary and high school textbooks in 
Social Studies 

"When we write textbooks then, we 
get experts from the different disci 
plines. For example, even if the text- 
books were for elementary grades, 
we'd get not only historians but also so-

ting 


ciologists and political scientists. Wed 
ask them, what must every child learn. 
in this discipline to become a good cit- 
izen?” recalled Hidalgo. 

“For me it was a great experience to 
see how books were written. And be- 
cause it is one thing to be a discipline 
expert and another thing to be a good 
writer, we'd get writers and language 
experts as well We were given one 
whole year to try out the books in the 
field. During that year, we'd correct 
and revise until the books are finalized. 
This was in the 1970s.” 

Dedication to one's job is something 
that Hidalgo has absorbed from her 
family of civil servants. Her mother was 
а nurse at the Baguio General Hospital 
who became a public school teacher 
and later moved to the Commission on 
Elections. Her father worked at the De- 
partment of Public Works and High- 
ways in Batanes, while her brother held 
the post of assistant postmaster general 
before retiring from government ser 
vice. 

Eve of Edsa 

In 1972, Hidalgo availed herself of a 
scholarship program and took up her a 
masters degree in Curriculum Evalua- 
tion and Teacher Education at the Мас- 
quire University in Sydney, Australia. 
Ten years later, the university invited 
her to return to get a doctorate on Cur- 
riculum Development and Instruction- 
al Psychology which she finished in 
1986. 

When Hidalgo returned to the Philip- 
pines, it was the eve of the first People 
Power Revolution. She recalled being 
at the Central Market to buy a few 
things to send back to Sydney for 
friends who had helped her. She over- 
head two vendors talking of how they 
gave away their wares to the ralliers 
then massing up at Edsa. 

“I went back home, gathered all my 
nephews and nieces at Edsa and dis- 
tributed biscuits which were all we 
could bring with us.” 

When things settled down after the 
Edsa revolution, Hidalgo, who was still 
part of the bureaucracy since she was 
only on study leave, reported back to 
the department. Her first day back was 
also Education Secretary Lourdes 
Quisumbing's first day as the new de- 
partment head. Quisumbing immedi- 
ately tasked Hidalgo to handle the de- 
velopment of a national framework for 
values education. 

"Because of Edsa, people were look- 
ing at what values we need to develop. 
‘And we had to do it from elementary 
thru high school.” 

Hidalgo confessed her plans at first 
were really to go back to Australia and 
work there permanently. “It was a time 
when I had to make hard decisions. But 
after experiencing Edsa and working 
on values education, 1 felt I couldn't go. 
1 decided to stay" 

Eventually, Hidalgo became assistant 
chief of the Special Education Division.

and then head of the Human Resource 
Development office while concurrently 
serving as officer in charge of the Na- 
tional Learning Resource Center (NL- 
RO. 

The NLRC was supposed to serve as 
the center for all training and develop- 
ment programs.

“Тһе basic aim was to decentralize 
and empower the principals so they 
can be our core for initiating changes in 
schools, she said. "But we realized 
that sometimes, if we look at a situa- 
tion, it was not the real problem we аге 
solving but only the symptom." 

Manila calling 

When Secretary Isidro Cariño took 
over the department, he asked Hidalgo 
to submit a concept for a National Ed- 
ucators Academy of the Philippines 
which, in a matter of weeks, was ap- 
proved and established. It was only 
natural that Hidalgo would become its 
first executive director 

Soon, Bro. Andrew Gonzales re- 
placed Carifio and he appointed Hidal- 
go assistant secretary. When Raul Roco 
assumed the department leadership, he 
too saw Hidalgo's commitment and ap- ` 
pointed her undersecretary for pro- 
grams and projects, a position she con- 
tinues to handle even while serving as 
acting secretary. 

Hidalgo was in London wifen a fel- 
low official called and told her theyy 
‘would nominate her to be the current 
orc. 

4 was surprised. I said ‘No way’ and 
"That's impossible. I didn't know that 
they put it on papet: 

A few days after she came home, Hi- 
dalgo was summoned to Malacafiang 
and was informed by Executive Secre- 
tary Eduardo Ermita of her appoint- 
ment as OIC. 

“Му first impulse was to tell Ermita 
that I was from Batanes. He said "But 
you've been there before (Education 
Secretary) Butch Abad. He said the 
President had already signed my ap- 
pointment,” Hidalgo said. 

What's the score? 

Though she wondered about it, Hi- 
dalgo never got around to asking the 

resident why she had not yet appoint- 
ed a secretary to this sprawling depart- 
ment. “1 do want to be told whats the 
score. Because when you manage such 
a big bureaucracy you need to be cred- 
ible. You need to have complete au- 
thority Its not easy to have that when 
you are just an OIC.” 

As undersecretary, Hidalgo received 
P28,000 a month, a piffling consider- 
ing all the headaches, bad press and 
presidential tantrums that she puts up 
with as OIC. 

She will perhaps get no higher than 
that. After the unfortunate incident 
with the President, it is unlikely she 
would be made permanent education 
secretary, no matter if various sectors 
find her acceptable. 

“Antonio Tinio of the the militant Al- 
liance of Concerned Teachers (ACT) 
said of Hidalgo: “She is down-to-earth. 
Not a politician. She has always been 
open to dialogs and consultation with 
rank-and-file teachers. She has also ex- 
pressed concern over the killing of ac- 
tivist teachers.” said Tinio. 

Hidalgo turns 70 next month. Her 
career as an educator spans at least 40 
years and she has served 10 depart- 
ment secretaries/ministers, Once the 
President appoints a permanent secre- 
tary, Hidalgo said she is thinking of re- 
tiring. “Thats enough for me,” she 
said.

Everything is cool, he says re- 
peatedly, and you're convinced that indeed, 
the boy can walk away from it all even at 
this stage. 

Nothing to lose 

He didn't exactly jump into the “Little 
Big Star” arena with all guns blazing. "I 
was friends with everyone,” Concepcion 
shrugs, referring to his fellow teen com- 
petitors, “Tito Carlo (Orosa of Trumpets) 
was telling me, ‘It’s okey, even if you only 
land the third place. At least you've al- 
ready got the exposure.”

Fun package 

Concepcion himself started dubbing 
commercials at the age of 6.

It was all part of the same fun 
package, he says. “There was no pres- 
sure for me to do it. I just wanted to. No- 
body pushed me.”

Expanding world 

Entering entertainment was not an is- 
sue for the churchgoing child and his 
parents who saw it as an avenue to 
bring glory to God. But then again, Dad 
and Mom Concepcion were not tradi- 
tional choir singers; they pioneered 
praise and worship music in the Philip- 
pines, which encouraged dancing and 
modern melodies at a time when these 
were considered revolutionary. 

The Concepcions also differed in that 
they sang their Christian music in Fil- 
ipino to the accompaniment of indige- 
nous instruments like the kulintang and 
agong. When Sam first auditioned for 
Trumpets Playshop, his music piece was 
the very nationalistic and soulful "Bayan 
Ko,” while his dance number was а folk 
piece from Grace Nono.

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stared a handmade paper project that 
has extensively augmented their mea- 
ger family income, says David. "Start 
ing from a small backyard facility they 
have now adopted an environment-ap- 
propriate technology that lets them 
meet orders coming from as far as 
Japan and England,” she says. 

But the sustenance of Fair Trade en- 
terprises, especially the emerging ones 
that do not have the capacity to go into 
export, depends on the support of or- 
dinary Filipino consumers, according 
to David. 

"The battlefield is in the malls, in the 
shops and in the supermarkets,” she 
explains. “But above all, air Trade ac- 
tivism must begin by targeting the 
hearts and minds of consumers. Ad- 
justing the consumers’ consciousness 
and purchasing habits could be the 
biggest challenge. We're asking them 
to give utmost consideration to the 
question ‘who made the products?” 
‘And ‘how were these products 
made?” 

Continues David: "The consumers 
have to know that through their con- 
scious purchasing habits, they actually 
have the power to uplift the economic 
condition of producers and workers- 
or undermine it." 

Prior to her exposure to the Fair 
Trade movement, David admits that 
like most consumers, price and quality 
were her main concerns, followed by a 
long list of sub-criteria such as brand 
names, trends, even celebrity en- 
dorsers. But upon learning of the uni- 
versal dilemma of farmers, craftsmen, 
workers and producers whose day-to- 
day existence depends on the fair pric- 
ing and uninterrupted sale of their 
goods, she realized that the mere act of 
buying a product can actually make a 
difference. 

Satisfaction and survival 

“Every time we buy somerhing, 
we're actually buying from some- 
body—workers, small farmers, native 
artisans who ply their trade, practice 
their art and sell their wares, not solely 
for our own satisfaction, but more im- 
mediately, for their own survival." 


When David left the world of bank- 
ing and finance in 1991, she had in- 
tended to become a “full-time house- 
wife.” Instead she ended up becoming 
a volunteer worker for а fair trade pro- 
gram under MASAI, an NGO that does 
business development service for 
соор» and people's organizations. Her 
husband Dennis was then doing con- 
sultancy work for the group. When the 
fair trade program was spup off in 
1998 into а full-blown organization 
called the Association of Partners for 
Fair Trade, Inc. (APFTI), David became 
the board chair. There was no looking 
back after that. 

Presently, David serves as the board 
chair of APFTIs marketing arm, the 
Filipinas Fair Trade Ventures, an NGO 
engaged in the domestic distribution 
and export of Philippine crafts. At the 
global level, she represents Asia in the 
executive board of the International 
Fair Trade Association, a network of 
fair trading and support organizations 
in 55 countries 

Getting things done 

These days, David is spearheading 
the "Buy Local, Buy Fair” campaign, 
bringing her message in talks with lo- 
cal and international media, in various 
fora with consumer and producer 
groups in the country, and even at the 
family dinner table. 

“1 have an understanding and equal- 
ly committed husband,” she says of 
Dennis, a bank executive who intro- 
duced her to NGO work in 1996, when. 
hewas helping an NGO with its finance 
and budgeting programs. "I believe he 
also sees my work as a good way of ed- 
ucating our children into becoming re- 
sponsible consumers and citizens." 

Her children seem to have absorbed. 
her message as well, David says proud- 
ly. She recalls how once, while taking a 
stroll with her youngest daughter, they 
passed by a roadside fruit stall. When 
she started to haggle with the fruit ven- 
dor for a much lower price, her daugh- 
ter piped up: “Mom, 1 thought you 
were a fair trade advocate?"

“She gets 
things done,” says Dolly Amor, executive director of Asia 
Fair Trade Forum Inc. More than that, adds Amor, she 
works purely as a volunteer, devoting long hours to the de 
manding work in this fledgling movement. Her only perk is 
getting to travel wherever and whenever the advocacy 
takes her, and meeting people from various cultures who 
think differently. 

‘The volunteer work, David says, is a “payback” for all the 
blessings she has received in her life, starting with her up- 
bringing. 

“My parents, especially my father, a lawyer, taught us to 
believe that there are no rich and poor people, all are chil- 
dren of God.
